Henry VIII. was alarmed at the receipt of a copy, 
though Pole promised not to publish it. See Biogra- 
phia Britannica. Henry ordered Archbp. Cranmer 
and the Bishops to draw up an Answer to it. Lati- 
mer preached against it. See Strype. Henry first en- 
deavoured to inveigle Pole into England, to explain 
to him the doctrine of the Pope’s Supremacy, and, 
failing in this, offered 50,000 crowns for his head, 
caused his Brothers to be arrested and executed.
